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1. The structure of tank and motorized units of the Yugoslav irmy was 
originally to have been an exact cory of that of the “oviet Union, but 
since the Yugoslav units are undergoing reorganization, which was to be ~ 
accomplished during the spring of 1950, exact information is not yet 
available. ‘leportedly, however, few changes will be made in the present 
structure. Several unnamed units will be reinforced with materiél which 
will be obtained from unspecified countries. The Yugoslav army Command 
hope that the United States will send tanks and armored cars, as well as 
tank. engines and spare farts. 
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The present structure of tank units is as follows: 
a. Tank platoon--Three tanks. 


bo, Tank company-—-Three tank platoons, each with three tanks, and one tank 
for the company commander~~19 tanks. 


c. Tank battalion--Three tank companies of 10 tanks each, rius one tank 
for the battalion commander--31 tanks. 


d. Tank reginent--~Three tank battalions, each with 31 tanks. The tank 
regiment has 95 tanka; the 93 mentioned above, plus one tank each for 
the regimental commander and the regimental operations officer. 

The tank and motorized units of the Yugoslav Army are divided into three 

tank corps, each corps consisting of two tank regiments and one combined 

artillery regiment. 
3. The combined artillery regiment is composed as follows: 

a. One battalion of anti-tank guna. 

b. One battalion of motorized heavy artillery. 

c, One battalion of anti-aircraft artillery. 


d. One battalion of heavy mortars.

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The greater part of the armament of the tank and motorized units of the 
Yugoslav army was received from the Soviet Union between 1945 and 1947. 
Jt consists of the following tyres of equipment: 


a. Tanks; 
1) The Soviet T-34. 
2) The Serman Mark III and V, peceiyel from the Soviet Union in 1947. 
3) The 20-ton German Tiger. (sic) 
4) The 30-ton American Sherman. 
5) The American Stuart, received from the Soviet Union in 1A. 


©) An unspecified number of old Italian tanks of the Fiat and Ansaldo 
t-pes are being used in corps schools for training personnel, and 
as reserves, but in the main tank school in Eela Crkva Sherman and 
T-34 tanks are used. 


b, Armored Cars. The armored cars used in the Yugoslav Army are copies of 
German and Soviet models, manufactured in the tank factories at 
Mladenovac and Smederevska Palanka. 


c, Artillery; 


1) Anti-vebicle artillery. the anti-tank wearons in current use are 
chiefly of Soviet and Czechoslovak manufacture, primarily 37 mm. 
and 47 mm. Skoda guns, ihe Yugoslav military industry has recently 
worked on domestic production of anti-tank gunse 


2) Heavy Artillery. The motorized artillery units of the Army are 
equipped largely with 120 mm., 150 mm., and 210 mm. Soviet cannons , 
as well as with 350 mn. mortars. Almost all the artillery is 
motorized, mounted on caterpillar tractor chassis, or is mounted 
on railroad cars. 


3) Anti-aircraft artillery. hose units of the anti-aircraft artillery 
which are attached to tank and motorized units are equipped with 
German, Soviet, and Swiss anti-aircraft guns. In December 1949, 
Switzerland delivered 5) Oerlikon csnnon to Yugoslavia. The above- 
mentioned anti-aircraft units are excellently equipped with regard 
to guns and cther such materiel. Some units have their own radar 
equirment. The personnel, who have been specially trained in the 
anti~aircraft schools in cadar, Kraljevo, and Sarajevo, are very 
good. 


4) Trench Mortars. Mortar units are equipped with 219 mm. and 350 mm. 
mortars, for the most part received from the Soviet Union in 1947 
and 1948. ; 
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
